downpours.

inches of rain drenched Macon 
in the 24 hours ending Monday 
evening. 
Temperatures slid into the 
teens or lower from Montana to 
Maine before daybreak.

south to the Texas Panhandle. 
The mercury fell to I above 
zero at Grand Forks, N.D. 
Fair and mild weather pre­ 
vailed through the Far West and 
in central and southern Florida, 
where Miami had an overnight 
low temperature of 79.

day after six consecutive hours 
of bargaining. 
Details of the new wage offer

Blount reported that Nixon 
was “very hopeful” the negotia­ 
tions can be concluded soon. 
The talks started last week 
after a widespread walkout of 
postal workers crippled mall de­ 
liveries in many areas of the na­ 
tion. 
Nixon 
sent troops 
to 
help 
move the mail in New York 
city. The strike soon crumbled 
in the face of court action and 
the promise of pay raise nego­ 
tiations by the government. 
But the threat of a new strike 
hangs over the negotiations—al­ 
though both sides said no dead­ 
line for another walkout has 
been set. 
The negotiators 
last week 
agreed to focus on the pay raise 
question, casting aside all other 
issues. Nixon had tied the pay 
raise issue to his postal reform 
measures prior to the walkout 
Meantime, the last of the Na­ 
tional Guardsmen called up dur 
ing the mail strike were deacti­ 
vated in New York Monday. The 
Pentagon sent home the remain­ 
ing 10,000 of the original 23,000 
troops called out during the 
emergency. The walkout began 
March 18 and lasted a week. 
Postal workers, whose salary 
schedule now ranges from $6,500 
a year to start to $8,440 after 21 
years, are demanding a starting 
salary of $8,500 a year.

MIG Downed Over North Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) —A U.S. Navy 
fighter-bomber escorting a re­ 
connaissance plane shot down a 
MIG21 over North Vietnam Sat­ 
urday, the U.S. Command an­ 
nounced today. It was the first 
kill claimed by the Americans 
over the North since the bomb­ 
ing halt 17 months ago. 
A spokesman said he did not 
know if the MIG pilot fired at 
the Navy F4 Phantom jet and 
the unarmed RF4C Phantom 
photographic plane as they flew 
over Thanh Hoa province, 125 
miles north pf the Demilitarized 
Zone. 
But he called the North Viet­ 
namese plane an “ attacking” 
aircraft, adding: “Undoubtedly 
it was in some sort of maneuver 
indicating that it was attacking 
the reconnaissance aircraft.” 
It was the 111th North Viet­ 
namese plane claimed by U.S. 


aircraft, the spokesman 
said, 
but the first since Sept. 19, 1968, 
six 
weeks 
before

Johnson halted the bombing of 
North 
Vietnam. 
Despite 
the 
bombing halt, U.S. planes have 
continued to fly reconnaissance 
missions over North Vietnam 
regularly,

fighter-bomber escorts. Several 
have been shot down. 
There was no American com­ 
ment on a North Vietnamese 
claim that a Phantom recon­ 
naissance plane was shot down 
by North Vietnamese gunners 
Sunday over Quag Binh prov- 
ice, just north of the Demilita­ 
rized Zone.

earmarked for welfare in Cuya­ 
hoga County’s fiscal 1970 bud­ 
get, the county welfare director 
says his department faces a fis­ 
cal crisis because of an apparent 
economic recession in Greater 
Cleveland.

Army Officer 
Sentenced 
For Slaying 


LONG BINH, Vietnam (AP) 
— A military court sentenced a 
young U.S. Army officer today 
to six months’ confinement and 
a $1,500 fine for the death of a 
Vietnamese prisoner of war. 
Two days ago he faced life im­ 
prisonment. 
First Lt. James B. Duffy, 23, 
of Claremont, Calif., was found 
.guilty Sunday of premeditated 
murder, but the eight-man court 
voted to reconsider its verdict 
when it found out the murder 
conviction carried a mandatory 
life sentence. 
On Monday the court convict­ 
ed Duffy of two lesser counts: 
involuntary manslaughter and 
conspiracy 
to 
commit 
man­ 
slaughter. 
The court called for payment 
of the fine in installments of 
$250 a month. 
Duffy could have drawn a 
maximum of six years on the 
manslaughter 
charges—three 
years on each count. Higher au­ 
thorities in Vietnam and Wash­ 
ington will now review the ver 
dict and the sentence and could 
reduce them. 
Duffy’s platoon captured the 
prisoner in the Mekong Delta 
last Sept. 5. One of Duffy’s men, 
Sgt. John R. Lanasa of Baton 
Rouge, La., is accused of doing 
the shooting after Duffy told 
him he could “do what you want 
with the prisoner.” 
Duffy heard the sentence with 
no outward display of emotion. 
He smiled briefly at newsmen 
outside the courtroom but ig 
nored their questions as he was 
escorted to a nearby military 
police station. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
cost of meat for the dinner table 
may be heading for another 
round of increases similar to the 
price hikes that afflicted con­ 
sumers last summer. 
Government economists have 
a list of hedges in their outlook, 
but some concede the prospect 
of holding the price line on meat 
is bleak. 
At any rate, the future is un­ 
certain for housewives who al­ 
ready spend 30 cents of every 
food dollar on meat for their 
families. 
The Agriculture Department 
sketched in this price back­ 
ground Monday: Total red meat 
production was down 4 per cent 
in February from a year ago. 
Beef gained slightly, but pork, 
the second favorite, dropped 12 
per cent. The average price for 
all livestock in March was at a 
record high. 
Still, the economists say much 
will depend on how well Nixon 
administration’s 
anti-inflation 
campaign is doing come sum­ 
mer. 
Whle some cuts of meat have 
declined since last summer’s re­ 
tail peaks, pork has risen re­ 
cently.

SYDNEY, Australia (AP)

It was blustery, and tile news­ 
paper quoted the princess as 
calling out to the queen: “I 
can’t see in this bloody wind.” 
A spokesman for the royal 
household commented: “It cer­ 
tainly does not seem typical of 
her highness. I have never 
heard her use the word and she 
definitely would not say it in 
public.”

Charge Pentagon Ignorant 
About Lockheed Finances 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
William Proxmire charged the 
Pentagon today with “an appall­ 
ing lack of knowledge” about 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp.’s finan­ 
cial condition in connection with 
the 
controversial 
C5 
super 
transport contract. 
The Wisconsin Democrat told 
the Senate in a prepared speech 
he has been informed the Nixon 
administration may soon ask 
Congress “to make provision” 
for 
Lockheed’s 
$641 
million 
claim on the C5 and three other 
contracts “despite the current 
ignorance about Lockheed’s fi­ 
nances and the reasons for 
Lockheed’s condition.” 
Calling for a detailed explana­ 
tion of the administration’s posi­ 
tion and its analysis of the situa­ 
tion, he said: 
“Presently there are many 
more questions than there are 
answers, and it would be a seri­ 
ous breach of the public trust if 
the decision were made before 
these questions were completely 
answered.” 
Lockheed 
said earlier this 
month it faced serious financial 
problems unless the government 
came through with a $641 mil­ 
lion cash advance for four mili­ 
tary 
programs—the 
C5, 
the 
Cheyenne helicopter, the SRAM 
missile and several shipbuilding 
contract*. 
The supertransport, a contro­ 
versial defense item because of 
the disclosure of huge cost over- 
1 run. helped put Lockheed into 


financial trouble, according to 
the firm. In the face of strong 
criticism, 
the 
Pentagon 
cut 
back the C5 order. 
Deputy Secretary of Defense 
David R. Packard said the Pen­ 
tagon supports Lockheed’s fi­ 
nancial plea to assure that it 
can complete production. 
Responding 
to 
Proxmire’s 
claim, Thomas F. Morrow, ex­ 
ecutive vice President of Lock­ 
heed, said the firm has worked 
with a Pentagon task force pro­ 
viding the financial analysis re­ 
quired. 
Proxmire said that interim 
data compiled by the General 
Account Office indicated the 
Pentagon has no list of all Lock­ 
heed military, space and related 
contracts, although he said one 
is being compiled. 
Noting the Lockheed claim 
only relates to four programs, 
each of which he said is infected 
with 
“huge 
cost 
overruns,” 
Proxmire said “other Lockheed 
contracts arc similarly infect­ 
ed.” 
Proxmire said that “a more 
shocking example than the lack 
of information is the fact that 
the Pentagon does not have a 
cash flow statement of Lock­ 
heed’s finances. “He called that 
“the mqst fundamental informa­ 
tion necessary for an analysis of 
short-term cash needs.” 
But he said that the Pentagon 
expects to make the cash flow 
information on Lockheed avail­ 
able by April 8.

FAA Gets Tough With Commuter Airlines 


By JAMES R. POLK

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government is starting a safety 
crackdown Wednesday on the 
nation’s growing commuter air­ 
lines and air taxi runs because 
of a deadly accident rate IO 
times as high as the major air­ 
lines. 
A fresh rash of fatal crashes 
has stretched from the edges of 
New York City to the ski resort 
of Aspen, Colo., already this 
year after a record toll of 140 
deaths last year. 
Twice in little more than a 
year, commuter airplanes have 
run out of fuel over open water. 


One plane managed an emer­ 
gency landing in Canada; the 
other fuel failure was fatal. 
Under the new safety rules 
that go into effect Wednesday, 
the Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration will begin demanding 
better pilot training, tougher 
mechanic 
requirements, 
and 
regular arcraft inspections. 
In the first three months of 
his 
year—between 
the 
time 
FAA approved the rules and 
their starting date—48 persons 
died in 13 air taxi crashes. 
Martin Macy, executive direc­ 
tor of the National Air Trans­ 
portation C o n f e r e n c e and 
spokesman for air taxi opera- 
I 


tors, said his industry welcomes 
the new standards. 
“It hurts us to have this acci­ 
dent record,” ho said, “I don’t 
believe it is necessary. We all 
can do better. Any time you get 
in an airplane, it is a risk, like 
getting in an elevator or walk­ 
ing down the stairs. But it 
shouldn’t be a significant risk.’’ 
Federal safety statistics show 
a fatal accident rate for air tax­ 
is estimated at 1.45 per 100,000 
flying hours last year, com­ 
pared with 0.14 for the major 
airlines. 
The 140 deaths listed by FAA 
was more than double the num­ 
ber for three years ago. 


Safety investigators attribute 
part of the record to growing 
pains. The commuter airlines 
are expanding fast and far, car­ 
rying a million passengers a 
year on regular routes while 
even more are ferried in non­ 
scheduled air taxi hops. 
Flying 6 to 16-passengcr pro­ 
peller planes, the commuters 
serve cities too small to attract 
major airlines, but large enough 
to need air links with metropoli­ 
tan areas. They make the short 
runs from places like Oshkosh, 
Wis., to Chicago; Springfield 
Mass., to New York; Greenville, 
S.C., to Atlanta. 
Bad weather frequently has 


figured in the crashes, especial­ 
ly this year. 
The new FAA rules are aimed 
at 
upgrading the 
commuter 
runs to the same stiff, and ex­ 
pensive, safety standards that 
the major airlines must meet. 
The regulations include tough­ 
er experience requirements for 
pilots, minimum rest periods for 
crews, training programs for 
mechanics, aircraft inspection 
schedules, and prompt reporting 
of any mechanical problems. 
Effective with the new rules 
Wednesday, the FAA is launch­ 
ing a relicensing program for 
all the nation’s air taxis.

GEDIZ, Turkey (AP) — A 
sharp new earthquake struck 
this devastated region of west­ 
ern Turkey today, killing at 
least 24 more persons and caus­ 
ing more damage in several vil­ 
lages. 
The new tremor shook Gediz, 
where rescue workers still were 
digging out the victims of an 
earthquake last Saturday which 
took an estimated 1,300 lives.

Japanese Airliner Hijacked; 


Seek North Korean Landing 


SEOUL (AP) — The pilot of a 
J apanese airliner hijacked by 
leftist students landed at Seoul’s 
international airport today , and 
the South Koreans tried to trick 
the hijackers into believing they 
were in North Korea. But the 
ruse failed 
About four hours after the 
plane landed with 115 persons 
aboard, the pilot asked the con­ 
trol tower to allow him to take 
off. 
"We want to land some 120 
miles north of here," he said, 
apparently meaning at Py ong ­ 
y ang , the North Korean rapital 
and the destination the hijack­ 
ers had demanded. 
Sources at the airport said the 
local 
m anag er of Japan 
Air 
Lines sent the hijackers a note 
telling them the pilot could take 
them to Py ong y ang but they 
should 
allow the other 95 or 
more passeng ers and crewmen 
to g et off in Seoul. 
The sources said there was no 
im m ediate response from the 
hlisckers.

The National Transportation 
Safety Board will soon issue an­ 
other safety analysis of air taxis 
accidents after its controversial 
report last year that listed a 
passenger death rate 30 times 
as high as major airlines. 
That three-year report showed 
bad weather was involved in 
nearly half the fatal accidents. 
And it cited pilot errors in three 
out of every four deadly crack­ 
ups.

Japanese Airliner Hijacked; 
Seek North Korean Landing 


SEOUL (APJ — The pilot of a 
Japanese airliner hijacked by 
leftist students landed at Seoul’s 
international airport today, and 
the South Koreans tried to trick 
the hijackers into believing they 
were in North Korea. But the 
ruse failed. 
About four hours after the 
plane landed with 115 persons 
aboard, the pilot asked the con­ 
trol tower to allow him to take 
off. 
“We want to land some 120 
miles north of here," he said, 
apparently meaning at Pyong- 
va<ng, the North Korean capital 
and the destination the hijack- 
rs had demanded. 
Sources at the airport said the 
local manager of Japan Air 
Lines sent the hijackers a note 
telling them the pilot could take 
them to Pyongyang but they 
should allow the other 95 or 
more passengers and crewmen 
to get off in Seoul. 
The sources said there was no 
immediate response from the 
hijackers. 
The South Koreans had rigged 
up signs to make the airport ap- 
oe*>r to be Pyongvang’s and 
tried other devices to convince

oth er m etrop olitan areas. As a 
result, m ail serv ice w as com ­ 
p letely 
p aralyzed 
in 
m any 
sections of th e nation. 
It 
seem s 
to 
me 
th at 
th e 
growing p ractice of striking by 
em p loyees wh o are p ublic or 
quasi-p ublic in nature and h av e 
a 
resp onsibility 
to 
m aintain 
v ital 
and 
necessary 
serv ices 
essential to th e com m on p ublic 
good m ust not be allowed to 
h ap p en. 
Th e 
p ublic 
necessity 
h as to be taken into account 
so th at A m ericans will not be 
dep riv ed 
of 
v ital 
serv ices 
essential to th e strength and 
well-being of our wh ole nation. 
Our wh ole society could collap se 
in sh am bles if p ublic em p loyees 
are p erm itted to strike. 
A 
strike 
by 
gov ernm ent 
em p loyees 
is 
illegal 
under 
p rov isions of federal law. In th e 
ease of th e p ostal strike, th e 
federal 
courts 
issued 
in­ 
junctions forbidding th e strike 
and th reatened to h old th ose 
wh o disobeyed th e injunctions 
in contem p t of court. But, you 
ca n ’t legislate a man back to 
work. He m ust feel th e p ublic 
urgency and necessity. On th e 
oth er h and, th is p ublic urgency 
and necessity will not p ut bread 
on th e table, and m any of us 
h av e felt for som e tim e th at 
th e p ostal em p loyees are un­ 
derp aid.

out. Alth ough m ore th an th ree 
m onth s 
h av e 
elap sed, 
th e 
conference com m ittee did not 
m eet until W ednesday of 
th is 
week. 
Th e 
ch airm an 
of 
th e 
Com m ittee 
is 
Senator 
Gale 
MeGee, 
a 
D em ocrat 
from 
Wyoming. 
Th ere 
are 
v arious 
ram p an t suggestions as to wh y 
th e conference com m ittee did 
not m eet, but th e fact is it did 
not; I can see little justification 
for 
h olding 
th e 
bill 
in 
con­ 
ference so long. 
On th e afternoon of M arch 23, 
President Nixon, in resp onse to 
th e crisis, went on radio and 
telev ision to inform th e nation 
of th e em ergency step s h e was 
forced to take to restore p ostal 
serv ices. 
Th e 
President 
h ad 
p rev iously stated th at h e would 
giv e th e p ostal w orkers sev eral 
days to return to th eir jobs on 
th eir, own accord. Howev er, by 
Monday, h e felt th at bold action 
was urgently needed to fulfill 
h is Constitutional obligation U) 
mov e th e m ails.

President 
declared 
a 


state of national em ergency and 
directed

troop s and federalize elem ents 
of th e National Guard to insure 
essential m ail serv ice. 


It is unfortunate th at federal 
troop s h ad to be called out. 
Since 
th e 
President, 
as 
th e 
Ch ief 
E xecutiv e, 
h as 
th e 
p rim ary resp onsibility to insure 
adequate m ail serv ice, I feel 
no alternativ e w as av ailable to 
h im. 


In addition to calling out th e 
m ilitary, 
th e 
P resident 
h as 
instructed th e A ttorney G eneral 
to take w h atev er action h e feels 
necessary to insure th a t federal 
c o u r t 
orders 
and 
laws 
p roh ibiting strikes by gov ern­ 
m ent em p loyees are enforced. 
In m any w ays, th e m ails are 
th e lifeblood of our econom y. 
Th e adv erse effects of the lack 
of p ostal serv ice in som e areas 
of tiie country w ere felt alm ost 
im m ediately. M ajor sections of 
th e economy, such as the stock 
m arket, suffered a sev ere loss 
of business. Th e p rocessing of 
men into our A rm ed Forces was 
greatly h am p ered. 


Tiie collection of tax receip ts 
and th e return of tax refunds 
slowed. 
Indiv iduals dep endent 
on

Security, 
v eteran s’ 
benefits and w elfare p aym ents 
were h urt th e most. M any sm all 
business 
establish m ents 
h av e 
been h it esp ecially h ard and 
m ay nev er recov er losses. Our 
brav e young men figh ting in 
Vietnam dep end up on th e m ails 
as th eir only link with lov ed 
ones at h ome. Th e situation was 
intolerable.

I here has been loose talk on both 
sides of the pollution question which

Some 
zealots have all but blamed industry 
for destroying the planet, and some 
industrial spokesmen have not helped 
by exaggerating the cleanup burden. 
Undoubtedly the cost, if it is to be 
absorbed entirely by some plants in­ 
volved, could destroy some enterprises, 
perhaps much could be accomplished 
at a reasonable cost, if the principals 
involved became a little less emotional, 
and I he government attitude a little 
more reasonable. 
A West Virginia University professor, 
who also is an air pollution scientist, 


has punctured one myth which has 
grown in relation to the problem of 
automobile pollution. Some estimates 
of the cost of substantially reducing air 
pollution caused by vehicles have been 
placed at $2.6 billion by 1974. This 
seems like an impossible sum to be 
raised by one industry. 
But Prof. Benjamin Linsky has done 
a little arithmetic and says that, spread 
over the next four years, 
that would 
average a cost per car on the road 
of from $1.80 to $5.80. The price of 
erasing at least some of the major 
causes of pollution does not seem so 
hopelessly high when broken down into 
per capita costs.

The wall of silence that en­ 
closes the deaf compels them 
to live in a world far removed 
from the joys and happiness 
that is their birthright. Far to 
often this world is a humorless 
one 
devoid 
of 
the 
charm 
brought to us by the sounds of 
living. 
It is difficult for those of us 
who hear to understand the 
desolate silence and isolation of 
d e a f n e s s . 
Every 
waking 
moment in our daily lives is 
identified with sound. Through 
sound, 
personal 
and 
social 
experiences enrich all human 
relationships. 
O n 
adequate 
hearing depends productivity at 
school and at work. 
The magnitude of the im­ 
portance of hearing makes it 
imperative 
that 
concentrated 
efforts be made in its preser­ 
vation and in the prevention of 
deafness. 
Unfortunately, there are some 
types 
of deafness 
that can 
neither be prevented nor cured. 
But there are many forms of 
d e a f n e s s , 
especially 
in 
childhood, that can, with early 
recognition and irtense treat­ 
ment, be completely cured. It 
is to these we are particularly 
directing our attention. 
It is astonishing with what 
regularity mothers bring a child 
to the office of the ear, nose 
and throat doctors, and say 
“the school teacher says that 
she can’t hear but personally 
I believe she is faking because 
she does not want to follow 
instructions.’’ 
Rarely 
is this 
true. Such an attitude delays 
facing the reality that the child 
does not hear well. This delay 
postpones early recognition of 
the cause and the start oi the 
necessary treatment. 
Deafness in children may be 
due to a variety of reasons, 
some complicated, and some 
simple. 
A large quantity of 
hardened wax in the outer ear 
can reduce sensitive hearing. 
Only examination of the outer 
ear 
canal 
can 
show 
the 
presence of wax which then can 
easily be removed. 
Any accidental cuff over the 
ear 
may 
cause tremendous 
pressure and rupture the ear­ 
drum. It is for this reason that 
contact sports must be played 
w i t h 
adequate 
protective 
headgear. Fungus infections of 
the outer ear, and eczema due 
to allergy can cause swelling 
of 
the 
ear 
and 
temporary 
hearing impairment. 
The single 
most important 
cause for acquired deafness in 
children is a large mass of 
adenoid tissue which blocks the 
Eustachian tubes. These tiny 


tubes run from the back of the 
nose to the middle ear. When 
closed, an accumulation of thick 
gelationous fluid collects in the 
middle ear and causes tem­ 
porary loss of hearing. Sinus 
infections and allergies also are 
responsible for mild hearing 
loss in children. 
A simple rule of safety, the 
key 
to 
preventive 
medicine, 
must be followed to conserve 
hearing. 
If 
it 
is 
vaguely 
suspected that a child fails to 
respond 
to ordinary 
speech, 
assume that the hearing, at 
least temporarily, is impaired. 
Neglect serves to invite per­ 
manent loss of hearing with its 
tragic burden. 


Modern methods can show 
hormone deficiencies that may 
account for a child’s unusual 
failure to grow normally.

The wage 
level throughout the whole in­ 
dustry would have tended to 
rise; instead of a paltry $6,176- 
a-year beginning salary for a 
letter carrier, 
which is the 
figure that Congress in its in­ 
finite 
wisdom 
had 
never 
bothered to change as inflation 
galloped 
ahead, 
competition 
would 
surely 
have 
set the 
m i n i m u m 
at 
$8,500 
or 
thereabouts 
way 
back 
in 
President Eisenhower’s or Jack 
Kennedy’s 
day. 
And 
surely 
veterans of the postal services 
would have been earning up to 
$12,000 or $15,000 a year under 
private auspices. 
All this can be said with 
perfect assurance because it is 
what happened in a hunched 
other service industries that 
require no more and no less 
intelligence,

ingenuity than is demanded of 
postal workers. 
The reason the letter carriers 
never got their just due is that 
Congress is, to put it quite 
frankly, utterly incompetent to

A 
public postal corporation would 
be better, for it would not have 
a thousand things ranging from 
the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution 
to the investigation of sub­ 
versive activities on its mind. 
But if the public corporation is 
to be a protected monopoly, 
which is what President Nixon 
wants, it will still have a hard 
time judging what a mailman 
is worth in the market. 
If Leonard Read’s counsel had

In recent days, 
we 
have 
witnessed the first strike by 
employees of the postal service 
in our nation’s history. The 
illegal walk out began in New 
York City and soon spread to 
shut down operations in several 
other metropolitan areas. As a 
result, mail service was com­ 
pletely 
paralyzed 
in 
many 
sections of the nation. 
It seems to me that the 
growing practice of striking by 
employees who are public or 
quasi-public in nature and have 
a 
responsibility to 
maintain 
vital and necessary services 
essential to the common public 
good must not be allowed to 
happen. The public necessity 
has to be taken into account 
so that Americans will not be 
deprived 
of 
vital 
services 
essential to the strength and 
well-being of our whole nation. 
Our whole society could collapse 
in shambles if public employees 
are permitted to strike. 
A 
strike 
by 
government 
employees 
is 
illegal 
under 
provisions of federal law. In the 
case of the postal strike, the 
federal 
courts 
issued 
in­ 
junctions forbidding the strike 
and threatened to hold those 
who disobeyed the injunctions 
in contempt of court. But, you 
can’t legislate a man back to 
work. He must feel the public 
urgency and necessity. On the 
other hand, this public urgency 
and necessity will not put bread 
on the table, and many of us 
have felt for some time that 
the postal employees are un­ 
derpaid. Back in October, the 
House passed a bill Which would 
increase the pay 
of postal 
workers by 5.4 per cent. I voted 
for the bill. 
The Senate passed a similar 
bill with changes to which the 
House did not concur. So, the 
bill went to a joint Senate House 
conference committee 
where 
differences were to be ironed 
out. Although more than three 
months 
have 
elapsed, 
the 
conference committee did not 
meet until Wednesday of this 
week. The chairman of the 
Committee 
is 
Senator 
Gale 
McGee, 
a 
Democrat 
from 
Wyoming. There are various 
rampant suggestions as to why 
the conference committee did 
not meet, but the fact is it did 
not; I can see little justification 
for holding the bill in con­ 
ference so long. 
On the afternoon of March 23, 
President Nixon, in response to 
the crisis, went on radio and 
television to inform the nation 
of the emergency steps he was 
forced to take to restore postal 
services. The President had 
previously stated that he would 
give the postal workers several 
days to return to their jobs on 
their, own accord. However, by 
Monday, he felt that bold action 
was urgently needed to fulfill 
his Constitutional obligation to 
move the mails. 
The 
President 
declared 
a

state of national emergency and 
directed 
the 
Secretary 
of 
Defense to call out federal 
troops and federalize elements 
of the National Guard to insure 
essential mail service. 
It is unfortunate that federal 
troops had to be called out. 
Since the President, as the 
Chief 
Executive, 
has 
the 
primary responsibility to insure 
adequate mail service, I feel 
no alternative was available to 
him. 
In addition to calling out the 
military, 
the 
President has 
instructed the Attorney General 
to take whatever action he feels 
necessary to insure that federal 
c o u r t 
orders 
and 
laws 
prohibiting strikes by govern­ 
ment employees are enforced. 
In many ways, the mails are 
the lifeblood of our economy. 
The adverse effects of the lack 
of postal service in some areas 
of the country were felt almost 
immediately. Major sections of 
the economy, such as the stock 
market, suffered a severe loss 
of business. The processing of 
men into our Armed Forces was 
greatly hampered. 
The collection of tax receipts 
and the return of tax refunds 
slowed. Individuals dependent 
on Social Security, veterans’ 
benefits and welfare payments 
were hurt the most. Many small 
business establishments have 
been hit especially hard and 
may never recover losses. Our 
brave young men fighting in 
Vietnam depend upon the mails 
as their only link with loved 
ones at home. The situation was 
intolerable. 
No 
society 
can 
permit a few to engage in 
conduct so highly detrimental 
to all. 
We are all pleased that the 
postal 
workers’ 
strike 
was 
ended. 
,

>olph Schoyes Sot 
To Lood Buffalo 
BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP)—Dolph 
Schayes, who has spent 22 years 
in the National Basketball Asso­ 
ciation as a player, coach and 
league official, will be named 
coach of the new Buffalo team 
in the NBA, it was reported 
today. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Woody Hayes, who lifted Ohio 
State from a coaching grave­ 
yard to a football job of stabil­ 
ity, embarks on another post- 
Michigan loss year with his 
usual fire this week. 
“We’ve got to correct those 
weaknesses 
we 
showed 
up 
there,” Hayes said Monday as 
he prepared his Buckeyes for 
20 spring practices in a 35-day 
period, starting Wednesday or 
Thursday. 
“Up there” in Hayes’ book 
is Michigan, a word he never 
says. The rival Wolverines sock­ 
ed the Buckeyes with a 24-12 
final game loss, costing Ohio 
State a 9-0 season and a full 
Big Ten Conference title. 
“It’ll depend on the weather 
when we start practice,” Hayes 
said. “When it freezes at night, 
the field has to be rolled the 
next day.” 
The Buckeyes, bent on regain­ 
ing their 1968 national cham­ 
pionship lost to Texas last year, 
will culminate spring drills with 
an Ohio Stadium scrimmage 
May 2. 
Hayes, who has served Ohio 
State longer than any football 
coach, is preparing for his 20th 
season. In the decade before 
him, five coaches took turns 
guiding the Buckeyes. 
Hayes, 57, has rolled up a 
12542-7 record at Ohio State. 
Included 
are 
three 
national 
champions, three Rose. Bowl 
winners, five undisputed Big 
Ten titlists and a co-champion­ 
ship. 
The prospects are bright for 
another exceptional year. Fif­ 
teen of 22 regulars return, head­ 
ed by All-Americans Jim Still- 
wagon and Jack Tatum, the pil­ 
lars of the defense. 
Eight of ll offensive regulars 
and seven of ll defensive start­ 
ers are back. 
“We think we have the mak­ 
ings of a great ball club,” 
Hayes said. 
Rex Kern, the type of quar­ 
terback Hayes prefers, can run 
or pass with equal efficiency. 
The crewcut red - haired Kern 
covered 1,585 total yards last 
season despite another run of 
injuries. 
He will start his third season 
of regular status with two ex­ 
ceptional receivers, Jan White 
and Bruce Jankowski, and two 
holdover running backs, Larry 
Zelina and Leo Hayden. 
Hayes must come up with a 
replacement for All - America 
fullback Jim Otis, who bulled 
for a team-leading 1,027 ground 
yards in his senior season. The 
coach taps John Brockington as 
heir apparent, but mentioned 
Jim Colburn, John Bledsoe and 
Rick Galbos for the job, too. 
Center Tom DeLeone, guard 
Brian Donovan, tackle Dave 


Cheney and ends White and 
Jankowski return on tile offen­ 
sive line. 
“ Our interior offensive line is 
our main problem,” Hayes said. 
A winter basketball injury to 
Donovan has further clouded 
that picture. 
John Hicks, who Hayes be­ 
lieves could be his best line 
newcomer, will be switched to 
guard to eliminate problems 
there. 
Hayes indicated he would use 
tight end Dick Kuhn, who has 
backed White the last two sea­ 
sons, at tackle in the spring 
drills. 
The graduation holes on de 
fense are both tackles, end and 
deep back. 
Besides middle guard Still 
wagon and cornerback Tatum, 
holdover defensive starters are 
end Marc Debevc, linebackers 
Doug Adams and Phil Strick­ 
land, halfback Tim Anderson 
and safety Mike Sensibaugh. 
All were regulars on the 1968 
national 
championship 
team 
that swept to the Big Ten crown 
and a Rose Bowl victory over 
Southern California.

Mead Corp. 
To Sell Paper 
Distributors 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The 
Mead Corp,, will divest itself of 
23 to 27 Mead owned paper 
merchant 
distributors 
in 
19 
states under a consent decree 
agreement submitted to the Jus­ 
tice Department. 
Mead President James W. Mc 
Swiney said the Justice Depart 
ment agreed today to the agree­ 
ment submitted by the company. 
“Under terms of the proposed 
decree,” McSwiney said, “Mead 
will, over a three-year period, 
divest itself of from 23 to 27 
merchant houses which the cor­ 
poration owns in full or in part.” 
He said this would leave Mead 
with at least 31 wholly owned 
paper merchants. 
In addition, McSwiney added, 
the company agrees not to ac 
quire any additional fine paper 
merchants for IO years without 
permission from the Justice De­ 
partment. 
The Mead president said the 
company does not adm it any 
violation of anti trust laws un­ 
der the agreem ent. He said the 
company feels operation of the 
m erchant group has promoted 
competition and that the com­ 
pany will continue to promote 
competition. 
McSwiney said the company 
expects those houses that are 
sold to continue their 
Mead 
franchise.

One-Family Housing Will Nof Disappear

A wide difference of opinion 
regarding the future of the 
single-family house exists today. 
Several 
influencing 
factors 
make it increasingly difficult to 
produce such housing within the 
budget limit of the middle in­ 
come family. 
The more affluent Americans 
will continue to be housed in 
large homes on large plots, or 
in 
luxtfty* apartments. 
Poor 
fcz\criw<M will be housed in 
subsidized housing. But what 
about the vast group called 
middle class? 
At the core of the problem 
is the increasing cost of land. 
Inflation cannot be singled out 
as the prime cause, but rather 
a diminishing supply of desir­ 
able land areas. 
The question posed by those 
who predict fewer one-family 
houses in the future is “Fan 
we justify using so much of this 
scarce land, at such a high 
price, for single-family living 
units?” 
To suggest that we should all 
be living in more densely popu­ 
lated structures can be com­ 
pared with the suggestion that 
mass- transportation completely 
replace the often single-occu­ 
pied automobile. 
For tile foreseeable future, it 
appears that a very large num­ 
ber of home owners will prefer 
the advantages of the one-fam­ 
ily house, despite its high initial 
coct and its upkeep responsibili­ 
ties. 
Although 
the

continues to use its homes as 
symbols of success and status, 
it also looks to the roof over

its head as a link in a chain 
of security insurance for the fu­ 
ture. If the next generation buys 
this concept, the single-family 
house will continue in its pres­ 
ent form, at least in over all 
structure.

For the immediate 70s how­ 
ever, we will doubtless continue 
with the kinds and sizes of 
rooms as we now have them. 
But if present trends continue, 
there will be added at least two 
other rooms — a private den 
furnished with TV, stere' 
■md taping equipment, contour 
chair, writing desk and book 
shelving. It will be located away 
from the family room as a hide­ 
away for both husband and 
wife. The large sewing room, 
well lighted and cheerful, will 
be equipped with TV for middle- 
of-the-day viewing. It may have 
a coffee bar where a homemak­ 
er can enjoy a luncheon snack 
while viewing the soap opera. 
This room will be large enough 
to allow space for plant potting, 
or hobbies such as painting and 
ceramics. 
We are already seeing added 
space devoted to the owners* 


bedroom in the form of sitting, 
dressing alcoves. Such space is 
large enough to accommodate 
TV, chaise and coffee table, in 
this area, too, the bathroom is 
being given greater emphasis, 
with 
carpeted 
washing 
and 
bathing spaces, open to the bed­ 
room; the water closet and 
bidet being in an adjacent, 
closed, ventilated room. 
With more efficient air hand­ 
ling equipment, there is no 
longer a need for windows in 
bathrooms. As a matter of fact, 
a bathroom can be made not 
only more attractive without a 
window but can be planned with 
greater freedom in placement 
of fixtures. Such planning often 
results in lower plumbing cost 
as well because “interior bath­ 
rooms’* can thus be located in 
back-to-back locations. 
There are two interesting and 
closely related factors which 
are currently being watched by 
those who design and build 
houses. These concern the mat­ 
ter of contemporary design and 
the high cost of the building 
plot. They are related because, 
as the consumer becomes more 
aware of the importance of uti­ 
lizing his expensive piece of 
real estate, he realizes that a 
house which is designed in a 
contemporary style will doubt­ 
less make for better indoor-out­ 
door accessibility because of the 
greater use of glass in an open 
plan and with a less disciplined 
layout. 
This access to the outside 
from several areas of the house, 
either as large terraces or as 
small intimate fenced-in patios, 
gives every room an expanded 
dimension because it extends its 
walls beyond the limits of its 
interior. The balcony on a high 


rise apartment is an example 
of the same kind of space ex- 
nsioo. 
Most architects have been 
predicting a trend toward con­ 
temporary design for several 
decades. In some regions of our 
country, this is no longer a 
trend but an accomplished fact. 
However, in other areas, par­ 
ticularly in the Northeast and 
Midwest, the home owner has 
a definite preference for a 
house of traditional architec­ 
tural character. 
Because 
the 
single-family 
house is closely related to the 


kind of housing built by the ear­ 
ly settlers, there may always 
be hereditary design features 
which will carry through from 
one generation to another. 
One cannot be critical of a 
wen-designed house whether it 
be Colonial mr contemporary, 
for the most important criteria 
to base a judgment is whether 
or not the occupants of the 
house find it truly livable. 
The strong appeal for the tra­ 
ditional may be the most im­ 
portant factor tipping the scale 
in favor of a long-lived future 
■or the single-family house.

Major Problem O f Mobile Home 
Industry Is Finding Suitable Site 


The major problem of the 
mobile home industry is finding 
sites on which to place these 
homes. 
It is rare to find a new mobile 
park which was born without 
a series of conflicts with local 
•fficials and nearby home own­ 
ers. 
Authorities 
who 
oppose 
them give a number of reasons. 
Some say they violate zoning 
laws. Others claim they even­ 
tually become eyesores, because 
the people in them are living 
•n tight budgets and cannot af­ 
ford to maintain their property 
hi an acceptable fashion. And 
some say that the mobile home 
»esidents fail to pay their fair 
share of taxes. The latter state­ 
ment is disputed by Margaret 
Drury, a researcher for the U r­ 


ban Institute 
in Washington, 
who says a government survey 
found that most mobile homes 
do not serve those families with 
school-age children. 
The big gripe of home owners 
in the area of a planned mobile 
park is that it lowers property 
values. This is especially so in 
the Northeast, which has the 
smallest number of such parks 
and where land costs are the 
highest. 
Much of the hostility toward 
mobile home parks is a carry­ 
over from the shoddy, so-called 
trailer camps that sprang up 
after World War II, when they 
were located in the least desir­ 
able section of town, had few 
facilities, 
wxire poorly 
main­

The major problem of the 
mobile home industry is finding 
sites on which to place these 
tomes. 
It is rare to find a new mobile 
park which was born without 
a series of conflicts with local 
Officials and nearby home own­ 
ers. Authorities who oppose 
them give a number of reasons. 
Some say they violate zoning 
laws. Others claim they even­ 
tually become eyesores, because 
the people in them are living 
OB tight budgets and cannot af­ 
ford to maintain their property 
hi an acceptable fashion. And 
some say that the mobile home 
fesidents fail to pay their fair 
share of taxes. The latter state­ 
ment is disputed by Margaret 
Drury, a researcher for the Ur­ 


ban Institute in Washington, 
who says a government survey 
found that most mobile homes 
do not serve those families with 
school-age children.

Chain Saw 
Handy Tool 
To Have 


Bathrooms May Soon Be Snapped Together 


A chain saw’s a handy tool 
to have around the house. Home 
owners are finding more and 
more uses for the tool, including 
do-it-yourself projects, firewood 
cutting and tree pruning. The 
saw’s versatility has made it 
a fast-growing consumer item, 
and mini-saws with low price 
tags and lightweight are very 
popular. 
If you own a chain saw, it’s 
important to keep it in good 
working order for best results. 
If it is correctly serviced you 
can look forward to using for 
many years. 
If it’s been some time since 
you’ve used your saw, pour out 
any fuel that might be in the 
tank and replace it with a fresh 
mix. 
Try starting the engine. If you 
experience difficulty, check the 
spark plug. If the plug is okay 
and the engine still won’t start 
check 
the 
fuel 
system 
for 
clogging. If it’s clogged, flush 
the 
system 
to 
remove 
the 
varnishlike residue. 
Examine the chain, bar and 
sprocket for wear and make 
repairs 
or 
replacements 
as 
necessary. Inspect the guide bar 
rails to make sure they aren’t 
spread or pinched. If the bar 
is deformed, have it replaced 
at a saw service shop. 
If rust has formed on the 
chain, remove it by soaking the 
chain in an oil bath. 
Properly tension the chain, 
keeping it loose enough so that 
it can be turned around the bar 
with 
thumb 
and 
forefinger 
without strain, but tight enough 
so it fits snugly to the underside 
of the guide bar. 
Sharpening 
the 
chain 
is 
essential if the cutters have 
been seriously dulled. You’ll cut 
faster with less effort if the 
cutters 
are 
honed 
to 
the 
manufacturer’s specifications. 
You can tell if your chain is 
dull by watching the size of the 
chips. If they are large, the 
chain is sharp. If they are 
small, it’s dull. 
You can’t over-oil your chain. 
Use the oiler frequently when 
cutting and again when you 
have stopped. Plenty of lubrica­ 
tion means longer chain life. 
Dirt, or any other abrasive 
surface, is an enemy of your 
saw and its chain. Avoid letting 
the chain touch the ground. 
Remember to keep the chain 
clean and remove dirt and mud 
from timber before cutting it.

Adept Do - It - Yourselfer 
Can Install Ceramic Tile 


A l t h o u g h it is 
usually 
recommended that ceramic tile 
be installed by a professional 
tile 
setter, 
an 
adept do-it- 
yourselfer can do a good job 
of installing this attractive and 
durable surfacing. 
To begin, you’ll need the 
following: an adhesive (be sure 
to get wall adhesive for wall 
tile or floor adhesive for floor 
tile); 
a 
primer 
for water­ 
proofing the backing; thinner or 
solvent for cleaning spots 
of 
adhesive from torts and from 
the tiles; a sawtooth trowel for 
spreading 
the 
adhesive; 
a 
flatedge trowel for grouting; 
dryset wall grout for filling the 
spaces between wall tiles (a 
five - pound package of grout is 
enough for 50 to IOO square feet 
of tile); and flexible latex floor 
grout. These supplies can be 
obtained from tile contractors 
and distributors. 
You will also need a glass 
cutter, a carborundum stone, or 
clean cloth, a pair of pliers or 
nippers, a sponge or squeegee, 
a carpenter’s level and perhaps 
a pair of rubber gloves. 
The first step in the in­ 
stallation 
procedure 
is 
to 
measure the area to be tiled 
to determine the number of 
square feet of tile and 
th e 
amount of adhesive you’ll need. 
A gallon of adhesive is suf­ 
ficient for setting 45 to 50 
square feet of tile. Be sure that 
all surfaces to be tiled are dry, 
sound, plumb and free of old 
materials

simplest

dwelling to high-rise complexes 
stacked in lightweight super • 
structures. 
Modular housing is expected 
to fill a void in the housing 
market in the $10,000 to $20,000 
price bracket. Like the mobile 
home industry, it faces many 
difficulties in terms of zoning 
and coding. 


In any area that will be af­ 
fected by water or steam, prime 
the base surface. For showers, 
there should be at least two 
coats of primer brushed on at 
right angles to each other. All 
area 
around 
fixtures 
and 
protruding 
pipes 
should 
be 
protected with waterproof tape. 
When you are ready to lay 
the tiles, always start with the 
bottom row. Establish a level 
line with a carpenter level and 
a straight edge. Put a small 
quantity of adhesive on the back 
(rf each tile and place it against 
the 
surface 
firmly, 
with a 
twisting motion. After the first 
row is set, spread a thin, even 
layer of adhesive over several 
square feet of the area above 
the first row. Do not leave any 
bare spots and do not get the 
adhesive on other surfaces or 
you will have additional clean­ 
up work. 
To cut tile, score the glazed 
surface with a glass cutter 
along the line of the cut. Place 
the back of the tile over a large 
finishing nail, so that the scored 
line is even with the nail, then 
apply pressure to both sides of 
the tile. 
For 
cutting 
floor tile 
or 
cutting wall tile to be fitted 
around appliances, use a pair 
of nippers. Break off small 
pieces of the tile and 
then 
smooth the edges with the 
carborumdum stone. 
When the tiles have been laid, 
let the work set overnight, so 
that the volatile elements in the 
adhesive will have a chance to 
escape. 
Now you’re ready to begin 


filling the joints. Slowly mix a 
quart of grput with waler to 
make a mixture of creamy 
consistency. Let it stand for IO 
minutes, remix and apply to the 
joints with a flat edge trowel. 
Use a damp sponge or cloth 
to remove the excess grout 
from the tiles. 
Setting floor tile is a bit 
different from setting wall tile. 
Floor tile comes pasted onto 
sheets measuring about two feet 
by one foot and is installed a 
sheet at a time by pressing into 
the floor adhesive spread on the 
base. Of course, the floor base 
(preferably an exterior grade 
plywood) should be firm, free 
of old materials that might 
interfere with the bonding of the 
adhesive, level and true. 
Once installed face down in 
the adhesive, the paper backs 
are 
removed 
after 
slight 
soaking by just pulling off. 
Floor tile should be allowed to 
stand overnight just as wall tile. 
Grouting is different for floor 
tile. The floor grout comes in 
two parts, a liquid latex and 
a cement and sand mixture. No 
water is needed. The grout 
should be spread over the floor 
and forced fully into the joints 
with 
a squeegee or rubber 
gloves. 
After the joints have been 
filled 
in carefully with grout 
and before the setting stage 
begins, the floor should be 
cleaned with a damp cloth, then 
polished with a dry cloth.

Home Comfort Depends On Ventilation 


bcls certifying the exact amount 
The mood of a perfect evening 
at home can be ruined by the 
sharp aroma of fried fish com­ 
peting with the fresh woodsy 
fragrance of a crackling fire.

izations. Fans tested under this 
program arc marked with la- 


of cubic feet per minute (CFM) 
each particular fan will move. 
Different rooms have different 
demands for air displacement, 
according to Federal Housing 
Administra t i o n recommenda­ 
tions. These arc: for the kitchen 
— 15 air changes per hour; for 
the bath — eight air changes 
per hour; and for the laundry 
or recreation room — six air 
changes per hour. 
The 
kitchen 
requires 
the 
greatest amount of ventilation 
of any room in the house. Stu­ 
dies have shown that the aver­ 
age kitchen generates about 200 
pounds of grease per year in 
the 
air. 
During 
the 
colder 
months, when more roasting, 
frying, and baking is being done 
and window s are kept shut, this 


grease normally stays in the 
air. Therefore, 15 air changes 
per hour are essential for prop­ 
er ventilation of grease, odors, 
and smoke, which will deposit 
soot throughout the house unless 
correctly vented to the outdoors. 
To gain maximum efficiency 
from your fan, it must be 
placed 
close to the source of 
the contamination — the stove. 
The ideal position is directly 
above the stove, preferably in 
the range hood. If this is impos­ 
sible, locate the fan as close 
to the range as possible. 
With a range hood fan, little 
or no cabinet space is utilized 
for 
the 
ductwork. 
Smoke, 
grease, and odors are trapped 
immediately, before they can 
infiltrate 
our 
“open 
area” 
houses. 
If a range hood fan is impos­ 
sible, locate the, fan in the wall 
or ceiling above the range. This 
type of fan is usually built with 
a blow?er-wrhcel or mixed-flow* 
impeller to suck the greasy air 
out as quickly as possible. 
Because of the danger of 
grease fires, all kitchen ventila­ 
tion must Ik* ducted to the out­ 


side, directly. It must never be 
vented to the attic. 
In 
both 
apartments 
and 
houses, most baths now* are 
built within the central core of 
rooms and have no outside win­ 
dow’s at ail. Here, ventilation 
is required to remove odors, 
and to control excessive mois­ 
ture from baths and showers, 
which can cause corrosion of 
metal fixtures, the cracking of 
paint, and wallpaper peeling. 
Poor ventilation can even result 
in mildew and dry rot. 
Your bathroom fan should be 
placed 
directly 
opposite the 
door, so that fresh air can be 
drawn from under the door, re­ 
placing the humid air. Bath­ 
room fans are usually equipped 
with a ceiling light or electric 
heater as well. 
Few women realize that the 
average washing done in a 
modem cabinet machine will 
add almost five pounds of water 
to the air per wash, and that 
a full week’s washing will sat­ 
urate the air with 26 pounds 
of water. 
This heavy humidity build-up 
will easily result in dry rot, mil­ 


dew, or rust, unless vented im­ 
mediately. Also, clothes hung to 
dry in a moisture-filled base­ 
ment or laundry will take three 
limes as long to dry, and may 
even sour in the process. 
If your basement is also used 
as a recreation room, a ventila­ 
tion fan can freshen the air, 
removing tobacco smoke and 
stale air with the flick of a 
switch. Excessive moisture in 
basement recreation rooms also 
causes warping of wood instal­ 
lations, 
cabinet 
doors 
and 
drawers. 
As mentioned earlier, the fan 
must be placed as close as pos­ 
sible to the source of the air 
pollutants, whether it l>e stove, 
washing 
machine, 
dryer, 
or 
barbecue facilities. 
In ducting your fans, be sure 
that the ducts lead as directly 
as possible to the outside of the 
roof or wall. There should be 
a minimum of “elbows,” since 
bends in the ducts slow the air 
movement considerably.

To solve this problem, both 
winter and summer, the Home 
Ventilating Institute has devel­ 
oped a program of certification 
to guarantee the home or apart­

The

greatest amount of ventilation 
of any room in the house. Stu­ 
dies have shown that the aver­ 
age kitchen generates about goo 
pounds of grease per year in 
the air. During the colder 
months, when more roasting, 
frying, and baking is being done 
and windows are kept shut, this 
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grease normally stays in the 
air. Therefore, 15 air changes 
per hour are essential for prop­ 
er ventilation of grease, odors, 
and smoke, which will deposit 
soot throughout the house unless 
correctly vented to the outdoors. 
To gain maximum efficiency 
from your fan, it must be 
placed 
close to the source of 
the contamination — the stove. 
The ideal position is directly 
above the stove, preferably in 
the range hood. If this is impos­ 
sible, locate the fan as dose 
to the range as possible. 
With a range hood fan, little 
or no cabinet space is utilized 
for 
the 
ductwork. 
Smoke, 
grease, and odors are trapped 
immediately, before they can 
infiltrate 
our 
“open 
area” 


If a range hood fan is impos­ 
sible, locate the, fan in the wall 
or ceiling above the range. This 
type of fan is usually built with 
a blower-wheel or mixed-flow 
impeller to suck the greasy air 
out as quickly as possible. 
Because of the danger of 
grease fires, all kitchen ventila­ 
tion must be ducted to the out­ 


side, directly. It must never be 
vented to the attic. 
In 
both 
apartments 
and 
houses, most baths now are 
built within the central core of 
rooms and have no outside win­ 
dows at all. Here, ventilation 
is required to remove odors, 
and to control excessive mois­ 
ture from baths and showers, 
which can cause corrosion of 
metal fixtures, the cracking of 
paint, and wallpaper peeling. 
Pow ventilation can even result 
in mildew and dry rot. 
Your bathroom fan should be 
placed directly opposite the 
door, so that fresh air can be 
drawn from under tile door, re­ 
placing the humid air. Bath­ 
room fans are usually equipped 
with a ceiling light or electric 
heater as wen. 
Few women realize that the 
average washing done in a 
modern cabinet machine wfll 
add almost five pounds of water 
to the air per wash, and that 
a fun week’s washing win sat­ 
urate the air with 26 pounds 
of water. 
This heavy humidity build-up 
win easily result in dry rot, mil 


dew, or rust, unless vented im­ 
mediately. Also, clothes hung to 
dry in a moisture-filled base­ 
ment or laundry will take three 
times as long to dry, and may 
even sour in the process. 
If your basement is also used 
as a recreation room, a ventila­ 
tion fan can freshen the air, 
removing tobacco smoke and 
stale air with the flick of a 
switch. Excessive moisture in 
basement recreation rooms also 
causes warping of wood instal­ 
lations, 
cabinet 
doors 
and 
drawers. 
As mentioned earlier, the fan 
must be placed as close as pos­ 
sible to the source of the air 
pollutants, whether it be stove, 
washing machine, dryer, or 
barbecue facilities. 
In ducting your fans, be sure 
that the ducts lead as directly 
as possible to the outside of the 
roof or wall. There should be 
a minimum of “elbows,” since 
bends in the ducts slow the air 
movement considerably.

A wall of ordinary plywood 
was given a coating of velvet 
in a dramatic demonstration 
here of how an elegant finish 
can be electrostatically “ shot” 
onto virtually any type of sur­ 
face. 
The finish was literally fired 
from what the operator called 
a gun, although it loosely re­ 
sembled a kind of waffle iron 
made of aluminum and weigh­ 
ing only two pounds. What ac­ 
tually attached themselves to 
the plywood were thousands of 
nylon fibers, converted instantly 
into tempered velvet—soft, lux­ 
urious and seamless. 
While Sal Iacolino, an officer 
of the Fiberstatis Corp., ex­ 
plained what was going on, a 
mechanic 
first inspected the 
plywood to be sure it was free 
Qf dust and dirt. He then ap­ 
plied masking tape to the edges 
of an adjoining surface that was 
to be left untouched. Next, he 
brushed a coat of epoxy ad­ 
hesive over the face of the ply­ 
wood. The masking tape was 
then removed to be certain, as 
Iacolino pointed out. “ that none 
of the fibers were pulled off, 
which might be the case if the 
tape were removed later.” 
The mechanic loaded the gun, 
which consisted of pouring into 
it what looked like particles of 
colored sand but w-ere nylon 
fibers in a selected avocado 
tone, one of 48 available shades. 
An electrical plug was inserted 


into a regular 110 volt outlet, 
with a generator converting the 
power to 58,000 volts. Holding 
the gun with one hand at right 
angles to the plywood, the dem­ 
onstrator pushed a button, send­ 
ing out a spray of nylon fibers— 
300,000 to a square inch. If you 
hadn't known what was taking 
place, you would have thought 
that a paint-spraying job was 
in progress. The previously ap­ 
plied adhesive locked the fibers 
permanently in place, producing 
a tempered velvet of incredible 
smoothness. 
Similar demonstrations, utiliz­ 
ing different colors, were then 
conducted on a concrete wall, 
a large piece of glass, a plaster 
surface, 
an asbestos cement 
board and the top of an automo­ 
bile. In each case, after the 
nylon fibers had turned into 
tempered velvet, it was impos­ 
sible to tell the makeup of the 
material that served as the 
base .

Will Not Change In Future

The tractor will normally carry 
a full-grown operator up an 
average grade while mowing 
grass. 
Proper care of a tractor or 
rider will add years of useful 
service to its life. Here are 
some suggestions: 


lf it is necessary to store (lie 
tractor and the attachments for 
more than 60 days, remove all 
grass clippings, mud and dust. 
Wipe all lubrication points clean 
and lubricate. 
Drain the gasoline from the 
fuel tank and the carburetor to 
prevent formation of gummy 
deposits. Run the engine until 
any remaining fuel is con­ 
sumed. Drain the oil from the 
engine crankcase while warm 
and refill with clean oil. 
When preparing the engine for 
prolonged 
storage, 
put 
one 
tablespoon of engine oil (SAE 
10W) into the spark plug hole, 
after the spark plug has been 
removed. 
Turn 
the 
engine 
slowly by hand to allow the 
piston to distribute the oil 
evenly over the cylinder walls. 
Replace the spark plug with an 
old plug which will not be used 
again, or plug the hole with a 
cork. This prevents fouling th<o 
good plug with the oil used to 
protect the cylinder and piston.

Vera Verkuilen*s industrial arts 
dass at Bloomer High has built 
a house — a two-bedroom home 
complete

and Early American furniture. 
“I have tried to interest my 
superiors in this type of project 
everywhere I have taught," 
Verkuilen said. “But It wasn't 
WHI last year that I could get 
anyone to go along with me." 
The 
Bloomer 
board 
of 
education enthusiastically en­ 
dorsed the p r o p o s a l by 
Verkuilen and former Supt. 
Joseph Mongue. Verkuilen then 
drew up the plans for the house 
and his students began working 
en the building late in 1968 and 
told it in 1969. 
“It is the first house I’ve 
designed that I’ve actually seen 
built," 
Verkuilen 
said. 
“I 
designed 
it for a 
market, 
though. It had to be a real nice 
cottage but still could be used 
by a retirement couple or a 
young family just Starting out." 
Thirty-five junior and senior 
boys worked on the 32-by-24 foot 
home as a class project. Other 
boys in the school, however, 
were welcomed to help out, 
which they did during their 
Study hour. 
Girls in the home economics 
department at the school did 
the interior decorating as their 
class project. They purchased 
drapery and curtain material, 
picked out the carpeting and 
lighting fixtures and decided the 
color scheme for each room. 
They also picked the furniture. 
Sixty-five per cent of Bloomer 
High School’s graduates do not 
go on to college. For years, 
Bloomer and most other school 
districts upgraded their curric­ 
ula and geared it to college- 
hound students. Now, Bloomer 
end other schools are prepar- 


industrial arts. 
“I received quite a bit of help 
and advice from local unions 
and 
contractors," 
Verkuilen 
said. “I had to design the house 
so that it could be moved. We 
used little post beam con­ 
struction." 
An assistant football coach, 
Verkuilen said this made the 
home stronger, provided for 
exposed beams throughout the 
ceilings and gave his students 
a look into a new construction 
method. 
The 
house 
is 
completely 
paneled, with the exception of 
the bath, and has a polyethylene 
p l a s t i c 
moisture 
barrier 
throughout. 
Although the boys did all of 
the 
carpentry 
work, 
local 
licensed 
electricians, heating 
experts 
and 
plumbers 
per­ 
formed their specialties during 
class time while students were 
available to watch and assist. 
The 
homebuilding 
class 
required a new approach to 
industrial arts class scheduling. 
James Munro, superintendent of 
schools, Joe Rykovick, Bloomer 
High principal, and Verkuilen 
arranged 
two-hour 
industrial 
arts 
classes 
in 
consecutive 
periods so work could be per­ 
formed for four hours daily, all 
in the morning. 
“This project wasn’t meant to 
provide the building trades with 
apprentices," Verkuilen said. 
“It was designed to give a 
youngster a closer look at the 
allied building trades so be can 
make his decision as to what 
he wants to do in the future." 
Dave Gunderson, the school's 
guidance counselor, believes a 
year or two in the homebuilding 
course can be of great help to 
students who are undecided on 
post-high 
school 
plans, 
or 
students who intend to enter an 


can decide in high school that 
this is what he wants to take 
up for a career, he not only 
will save himself a year or two 
in study, but may save himself 
the frustration of attending 
college when he really shouldn’t 
be there," Gunderson said. 
Munro sees the class as a 
way of feeding high school 
graduates 
into the 
building 
trades. 
“They get a chance to sample 
a career while still in high 
school and this doesn’t happen 
often enough,” he said. 
“And, we can’t forget the 
girls,” Munro said. “They have 
learned to know quality and 
what they have to pay to get 
it. This is making better con­ 
sumers out of everyone in their 
class.” 
The home was sold for the 
cost of materials — about $9,000 
— to someone who could move 
the house off the school prop­ 
erty. 
The school intends to build 
a n o t h e r Verkuilen-designed 
home, although a different style 
will be used to broaden the 
students’ experience. And more 
departments in the school will 
participate. 
“The typing class will take 
care of our correspondence,” 
Verkuilen 
said, 
“and 
the 
business class will handle all 
of the billing. We also plan for 
the art department to take care 
of the adverttsmenta.” 
Bloomer is not the first school 
district to undertake a house­ 
building project. Northwestern 
High School of Maple, near 
Superior 
in 
extreme 
nor­ 
thwestern Wisconsin, has built 
houses for several years now 
and bidding each year is brisk 


Whitehall High School industrial 
arts classes have built pre­ 
fabricated garages and have 
contacted Bloomer school of­ 
ficials regarding their home 
building project. 
Verkuilen said a project like 
Bloomer’s may not be possible 
in a larger community where 
union restrictions might prohibit 
the project. 
An official of the Carpenters 
District Council in Milwaukee, 
who refused to be identified, 
said his group and other unions 
were all for industrial arts 
classes in high schools, but they 
would fight any attempt for a 
class to build a home that would 
be sold on the open market. 
V e r k u i l e n did have that 
problem. 
Most 
of 
the 
construction 
material was purchased from 
Bloomer 
lumberyards. 
Local 
c o n t r a c t o r s and dealers 
responded enthusiastically over 
th e 
project 
and 
offered 
materials at a discount. 
Jerry Blescachek, a Bloomer 
contractor, 
said, 
“This

a year isn’t going to 
either make or break any of

Know Where 


Valves Are 


There comes a time in every 
home owner’s life when it 
becomes necessary to shut off 
the water at the point where 
it enters the house. 
The chances are that ho 
knows exactly where to go and 
what to do. 
But what happens when ho 
isn't there? 
Do the ether 
members of the family know 
where the main shut-off valve 
is located? Do they know which 
valve to close when the cold 
water must 
be turned 
off 
without affecting the hot water? 
And vice versa? 
The answer to the latter three 
questions is probably “no.” Tho 
hest way to avoid the trouble 
that can ensue when the water 
can’t be shut off properly tor 
to place tags on all the key 
valves. Each tag should tell 
what it controls and how the 
valve is turned to halt the flow 
of water. And each responsible 
member of the family should 
he advised that all such valves 
work the same way: when one 
is turned clockwise the valve 
closes and the water is halted; 
then 
it 
is 
turned 
coun­ 
terclockwise, the valve opens. 
In addition to the main 
valves, there are separate shut­ 
offs st some fixtures, especially 
in newer bouses, so that the 
water can be cut off from a 
particular 
sink 
or 
fixture 
without disturbing the flow to 
other parts of the house.

With extensive 
patios

wide walls, it’s possible to open 
more than one room or a whole 
side of the house to the out 
doors. 
Use patio doors in a 
series, 
or patio doors 
with 
adjacent 
wide-visibility 
win­ 
dows. These might include a 
series of casements, casements 
flanking 
fixed 
sash, 
gliding 
windows 
or stacked 
awning 
windows. In at least one type 


of patio door, insulating glass 
made 
from 
two 
sheets 
of 
tempered 
safety 
glass 
is 
standard. 
The line 
(Pernia- 
Shield) also includes casement, 
awning and fixed - sash win­ 
dows and features rigid vinyl 
cladding over a preservative- 
treated wood core. The units 
don’t need painting and won’t 
pit, rust or corrode. 
Other things to consider when 
planning a patio are: 


Location — Generally, the 
back or side of the house is 
best 
for 
privacy; 
southern 
location for lng periods of sun;

Size — If possible, let the 
patio stretch out 
to

more than one room. Large 
patios are also fine places for 
a1 fresco dining and a great

Carpet Industry Wooing 
Do-It-Yourselfer Big 


The carpet industry is wooing 
the do-it-yourselfer in a big 
way. 
The 
reason 
is 
sky­ 
rocketing 
installation 
costs, 
which often add $1.50 a yard 
or more to the final cost. 
On small jobs, such as kit­ 
chens or bathrooms, installers 
often demand a minimum fee 
in excess of this per yard rate. 
This makes amateur carpet 
installation desirable, but it has 
been quite a task for an inex­ 
perienced worker. 
The problem with installing 
conventional wall-to-wall is the 
s t r e t c h i n g . Wooden lathes 
studded with sharp tacks that 
go right through the wood are 
nailed around the perimeter of 
the room, with the tack points 
up. The carpet is then stretched 
and hooked over these tacks. 
This holds the carpet firmly in 
place and prevents ripples or 
shifting. The stretching is hard 
work. 
S e p a r a t e 
underlay 
is 
necessary too, and the carpet 
must be rolled out over the 
underlay without bunching and 
wrinkles. 
A new variety of carpet with 
a built in, high density latex 
f o a m 
rubber 
backing 
is 
available. There is no separate 
underlay because of the built-in 
backing. 
The 
heavy 
rubber 


backing gives the carpet great 
dimensional 
stability, 
which 
means 
it 
won’t 
stretch 
or 
pucker. 
When 
unrolled, 
it 
simply lies flat. And tack strips 
are not needed at all. Instead, 
double faced carpet tape is 
used. 
The high density foam wx.r 
first used on contract carpet for 
hotels and other commercial 
uses. 
It reached the 
home 
handyman first on carpet tiles, 
and now comes on a wide 
assortment of carpet styles, 
widths, fibers and constructions. 
Kitchen carpets often have the 
foam backing, and a few high 
pile carpets with built - in 
backing 
suitable 
for 
living 
rooms have been marketed with 
success. More and more of 
these styles will be in stores 
soon. .. 
To install these carpets, they 
are unrolled and cut to fit 
a r o u n d 
obstructions 
with 
scissors or a razor Made knife. 
They will not unravel, so edges 
do not need binding. At door­ 
ways a strip of carpet metal 
is used, and around the edges 
and at seams, double faced tape 
is 
used. 
No 
stretching 
is 
squired, but a carpet stretcher 
is useful for maneuvering the 
carpet into the final position.

To create concentrated light, 
floodlights should be concealed 
in trees, fastened to roof over­ 
hangs or located in deep hous­ 
ings, but they should be focused 
directly on the terrace or patio 
for the greatest family benefit. 
Remember that the chief dif­ 
ference between lighting within 
and outside your home is that 
light within the home is con­ 
fined, whereas outside, the sky 
is the limit. Light does not 
bounce off walls and ceilings. 
It is absorbed by the night. 
Thus it becomes a challenge to 
the skill of the homeowner to 
light the out-of-doors. 
Consult your local lighting 
showroom for expert advice on 
planning your garden lighting. 
at no charge. The American 
Home Lighting Institute sug­ 
gests that the waring be in­ 
stalled by an electrical contrac­ 
tor to insure that it is done 
properly. Underground circuits 
are the most permanent, but 
they must be protected from in­ 
sect and rodent damage, be

weather, and be insulated from 
moisture damage during freez­ 
ing and thawing.

Whether you use good old-ice- 
rream-parlor (white veined with 
gray), Tennessee marble or 
verde antique (an elegant green 
from Vermont), marble fits 
gracefully 
into 
any 
decor— 
French, early American, ultra 
contemporary or whatever your 
personal blend happens to be. 
A marble shelf combines both 
beauty and usefulness, and is 
easy to install and maintain. 
You can put one in any room 
in the house. In the foyer, it 
subs for a console. With a mir­ 
ror or a group of prints above 
and a bowl of flowers on it, 
you have instant atmosphere. In 
the bedroom, it doubles for a 
dressing table. Over a studio 
couch or beside a bed. it holds 
reading light, tissues, books, 
radio, clock, a collection of 
whatever you collect. 
In the living room, it displays 
art 
objects, 
family 
photos, 
plants. In the dining room, it 
doubles for a party buffet. In 
the 
kitchen, 
it’s 
useful 
for 
herbs, spices, cookbooks; in the 
bathroom, it can hold jars, bot­ 
tles. tissues, guest towels. 
While imported marble can 
run fairly high, many varieties 
of domestic marble arc com­ 
paratively inexpensive. 
First thing to decide is size. 
Remember that marble %th of 
an inch thick—the most-used 
size—weighs about 14 pounds to 
a square foot, so be sure, to 
choose brackets that will sup­ 
port it safely. The nature of 
the wall will, of course, deter­ 
mine what method or type of 
plug you use to anchor the bolts 
securely. 
Most marble companies as 
well as hardware and depart­ 
ment stores have brackets de­ 
signed especially to support the 
weight 
of 
marble 
shelves. 
They’re made of cast brass and 
come with through bolts. 
Another interesting and highly 
decorative way to install a mar­ 
ble shelf is to use two strips 
of book-shelf standards. Fit a 
mirror into the space above and 
top it with shelves—either glass 


or wood—to hold glasses or a 
favorite collection, be it sea­ 
shells, 
old 
china 
or 
small 
memorabilia. 
After you decide on the length 
and width of your shelf, visit 
your local marble supplier. Be 
sure to specify which parts are 
to be polished. The top surface 
as well as the front—and side 
(lf they show) edges—should be 
burnished. For shapes like a 
scmi-circlc or semi-oval, it’s 
best to make a paper or card­ 
board pattern in the exact size 
and shape decided on. 
Once it’s installed, you’ll want 
to keep your marble shelf look 
ing its best. A regular treat­ 
ment with paste wax will not 
only preserve the sheen but pro­ 
tect the surface from scratches 
and mars.
